Dr. Down's collection of these primitive 
weapons and tod's is quite comprehensive 
in Us line, and each article in it carries 
with It a thrilling story of escape or at- 
tefcpted escape. 


There la a screwdriver made from a 


spoon which a patient at an opportune 
moment santoMed to his room from the 
dining table. He broke off the spoon }nst 
above the bo-wt, and under oover of the 
noise whloh prevailed at times ground 
down the handle on hia atone window sill 
until it assumed the form of a screwdriv- 
er. With this he removed the screws whioh 
held tbe slat at the side of Ins. window and 
made his escape in. this manner. This man 
was a harmless patient, who was troubled 
With recurrent attacks of excitement and 
who took pleasure at such times in wit- 
nessing the fright which he inspired in 
those who thought him dangerous. 


The next article in the collection is an 


improvised dagger and sheath, the dagger 
made from a nail with a piece of rag for a 
handle and the sheath made from a chicken 
bone. The weapon was found on tho per- 
son of the maker and was taken before he 
had time to complete tie dagger by filing 
down the point on the naiL 


Another improvised weapon is a dirk 


made from a long nail with tbe end well 
sharpened and » tag wrapped around tho 
other end to servo as a handle. This in- 
strument was as sharp as an ordinary 
knife and would be a formidable weapon 
in the bands of a crazy man. 


Perhaps the most unique article in the 


collection is a key made from a piece of 
orange peel. This apparently harmless 
tool waa made by a female.patient and 
was discovered before she bad an oppor- 
tunity to tent Its efficiency. The prison 
officials found on trial that this key mado 
from dried orange peel would unlook read- 
ily almost any old and worn look. 


The doctor has also a k,ey made from 


wood and one made from wood and a piece 
of orange peel, and others made from tho 
handle of a blacking box, from a small 
staple, etc., all of which will unlock old 
locks with more ar less ease. Screwdrivers 
seem to be tho instrument which the in- 
mates consider most useful, and thoro aro 
several strange varieties of this tool in tliu 
doctor's collection. They are made from 
nails, buttonhooks, springs, from the heel 
of a woman's sties and heel plates and 
clothes hooks.—Hartford Courant.

You may hear Methurln's story from 


ilmoet any tale toller in tbe province of 
Quebec, whore every parish has its profes- 
sional raconteur and where every man Is 
an amateur. But you will hear It told 
with most fitting sympathy and imagina- 
tion, at the beating of the Uax, In tho lit- 
tle valley beside Dalgrofcbo mountain. 
That is perhaps because of the woman 
who tells it And when Antoinette Mar- 
motte, who has a voico like a Wird, sings a 
verse or two of the song they call "Mathu- 
rin, thu Master of the Sohaol," to the beat 
of the hammers upon the flax, the women 
pause in their work and weep In a silly 
sort of way, without shame. 


The tale was told to me in the little val- 


ley oue September morning. Far and near 
one could nee the swinging of the flail, and 
the laughter of a ripe summer was upon 
the laud. There was a little Oalvary down 
by the riverside where the flax boaters 
used to say their prayers in the Intervals 
of their work, and it was just at the foot 
of this that Angele ftouvier, having fin- 
ished her prayer, p«t her rosary iu her 
pooket, wiped her eyes with tbe hem of her 
pett/ooat and said to me: 


"Ah, tbat poor Mafhiirln!" 
I could not guess at first wby she spoke 


so at the moment, but presently it'dawned 
upon mo that she had been praying for the 
repose of Mathurln's soul, though he had 
been at least 100 yearadead and she had 
never known him.

THE STORY OF HIS FW8T SUCCESS.

expected fall trade. Accompanying this 
has been a continued export move- 
ment of leading cereals, unprecedentec 
activity in the manufacture of nearlj 
all lines of iron and steel and continucc 
(food reports as to gross railway earn- 
ings, comparisons In this respect being 
made with particularly favorable condi- 
tions one year ago. Rather less pro- 
nouncad strength If noticeable in the 
price situation. Wheat, after quite a 
heavy bulge eajrly in the week, hoi 
quieted down slightly, and prices are a 
few c«ntfi lower on the week. 


With the exception of a slight de- 


crease reported as compared with thi 
corresponding week of 1891, weekly bani 
clearings are heavier than ever berfon 
known at this time. Indications point t< 
a total for September of about 55,000,000, 
smaller by 2 percent than in Septembei 
a year ago and by a slightly larger per- 
centage than in August, but heavily it 
excess of any preceding September or 
record. 


Business failures for the third quartei 


of 1898 were, the smallest in number f 01 
at least sfcfc years past, but because of 
one very large failure in September th« 
liabilities are larger than one year ago 
for the nine months period the total 
number of failures is 8855, 10 percent 
fewer than in 1837 and 21 percent smallei 
than in 1896. 
Liabilities involved aggre- 
gate $102.197,887,13 percent smaller than 
last year. The percentage of assets tc 
liabilities reflects the return of normal 
conditions in a proportion, one to thf 
other of 51 percent, against 55 percent t 
year ago. Failure statistics connrre 
earlier reports as to trade in showing 
fewer failures and reduced liabilities ir 
the west, northwest, far west and th< 
south, but in an increased number in th* 
eastern and middle states, notably 
Pennsylvania and Massachusetts, and 
larger liabilities in New Tork state, 
where, though failures are fewer In num- 
ber, some large embarrassments have 
heavily swelled liabilities. The heavi- 
est decreases in liabilities are those re- 
ported by the western, northwestern and 
southern states. The only group show- 
Ing an Increase is the middle states sec 
Won.

Henry A. Ward, who made money and a 
name by setting up skeletons of elephants 
and. stuffing buffaloes and restoring pre- 
historic monsters for the colleges. 


In 1879 Cody was a scout and hunter at 


Fort McPherson. He was about 80 and 
had never been east of the Mississippi riv- 
or. He was as Bucoesetal In hie calling as 
any one well oould be, but the money re- 
turns were slim, and it was uphill work 
to support his wife and little son on bla 
earnings. 
That year the Grand Duke 


Alexis of Russia visited this country, and 
a grand buffalo bant WM got up in bis 
honor. Cody was in the bant, and Pro- 
fessor Ward was invited to be, but arrived 
too late to take part. He saw Cody, how- 
ever, liked him, and listened when he ask- 
ed for advioe. 


Cody told tho professor with some diffi-

The fact thjt American locomotives 


have already mado a record for themselves 
in Japan has been widely published and 
commented upon. Report has It that In a 
test between English and American loco- 
motives tho Baldwin engine, made in. 
Pennsylvania, pulled 804 ^ tons^bver tho 
Yotemba hill and did it with such ease 
that ono of the Japanese engineers offered 
to pull a much heavier load with a sistor 
engine. In fact, tho American engine did 
finally haul 332 tons, exclusive of tho 
weight of tho engine and tender, to within 
a few ralloi of tho top of the incline. The 
English engine attempted to haul 200 tons 
over the hill and failed, although assisted 
on tho most difficult part of the grade bv 
another engine. The English onglne nelt 
hauled a train having one cnr leu* aver the 
hill, but wttli overy particle of her power 
expended, tk» throttle wide open, tbe re- 
verse tevfer on the last notch and 160 
pounds of steam. The Baldwin engine 
then hauled tha same 20 cars and two 
more added to-the top of tbo Yotemba 
grade and did It with 189 to 140 pounds 
of steam and the reverse lever on the flflh 
notch.—New York Suu.
